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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Prominent factors indicating the trend of economic conditions reached a 
somewhat lower level in April than in the preceding month. Constructive devel- 
opments included expansion in business operations and the further gain in the 
deposit liabilities of the banks at the beginning of the month. A slight gain was 
shown in the wholesale price level, following a period of relative stability. 
Sensitive commodities have recently shown erratic tendencies due in part to 
political unsettlement in Europe. Common stock and bond prices reacted in 
the month under review. A moderate rally has been shown in recent weeks, but 
the average for April was considerably below the levels of the preceding month. 

The factors indicating the trend of mineral production averaged higher 
than in March, declines being confined to shipments of gold and silver. Marked 
increases after seasonal adjustment were shown in the exports of copper, nickel 
and zinc. The index of the manufacture of foodstuffs rose from 104-0 to 107-5. 
The textile industry was less active in April than in the preceding month. The 
lumber industry, measured by the volume of export trade, showed acceleration, 
while newsprint production was at a lower level after seasonal adjustment. A 
decline was shown in the output of automobiles, while the primary iron and steel 
industry was more active. 

The production of flour in March showed a gain for the eighth consecutive 
month over the corresponding period one year ago. The output was larger 
than in any other month since November, 1938. The gain in the first quarter 
over the same period of last year was 20-2 p.c. Mill stocks of wheat at the 
beginning of April were 4-7 million bushels against 3-6 million on the same 
date of last year. 

A marked gain was shown in the manufacture of sugar during the four-week 
period ended April 22. The amount of sugar manufactured was almost double 
that of the corresponding four-week period of 1938. For the three months 
ended March, exports aggregated 57! 5,000 pounds compared with 838,000 one 
year ago. There were three advances in price of 10 cents per hundred in April, 
the last being on April 27, bringing the basic price for refined to $4.30 per 100 
pounds. Interest was centred in the attempt of British interests to release a 
larger quantity of raw sugar. It is understood that such a proposal was recently 
made by the chairman of the Council of dele gations of contracting countries. 
The artificial scarcity of raw sugar developed in part through the German 
absorption of Czechoslovakia. This artificial scarcity was considered a threat 
to British reserve stocks. 

The production of leather footwear recorded an advance in March, the 
total having been 2-2 million pairs against 1-9 million in the preceding month 
and 2-1 million in the same month last year. The quantity manufactured in 
the first quarter was 5-6 million pairs against 5-3 million in the same period 
one year ago 
Forestry 

Newsprint production in April was practically steady from the preceding 
month. Shipments expanded to the year’s best levels. Sales to Canadian 
and United States customers showed substantial gain over a year ago, but 
overseas shipments were sharply reduced. The contraction in such shipments 
was partly due to the late opening of navigation on the St. Lawrence which 
resulted in the delay of certain cargoes. For the four months, production 
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amounted to 850,504 tons with shipments of 799,442. The output during the 
four months was practically unchanged from the same period of 1938, but ship- 
ments recorded a gain of 71,000 tons. 

Mining 

The value of copper and nickel exports showed gains in April over the 
same month of 1938. The outward shipments of nickel recorded a gain from 
$3-2 million in April last year to $4-6 million in the month under review. The 
value of the exports of copper, including partially manufactured forms, was 
$3-8 million against $3-6 million. World refined stocks of copper at the end 
of April amounted to 522,722 tons against 510,092 one month before and 541,576 
tons on the same date of 1938. The world refined output was less than in March 
but greater than in the same month of last year. 

Mint receipts of gold from Canadian mines showed a decline in April from 
the high point of the preceding month. The total was 335,151 ounces against 
478,041 in March and 353,229 in April last year. Mint receipts during the first 
four months of the present year were 1,582,743 ounces against 1,388,877 in the 
same period of 1938, an increase of about 14 p.c. 

Gold mining in Nova Scotia is rising toward the maximum reached at the 
turn of the century, when more than 30,000 ounces were produced in a year 
The recoveries of last year were 28,540 ounces valued at more than $1 million. 
It was the highest production since 1901, when the output amounted to 30,537 
ounces. Mining operations were more intensive than in the period 37 years 
ago. Last year’s output was recovered from 181,418 tons of ore against a 
handling of 90,662 tons in 1901. 

The Power Industry 

The capital investment represented by Canada’s present hydraulic instal- 
lation of 8,190,772 h.p. is conservatively estimated at $1,650,000,000. The 
available water power amounts to 20,347,400 h.p. under conditions of ordinary 
minimum flow and 33,617,000 h.p. ordinarily available for six months of the 
year. The figures of available water power represent only the minimum water 
power possibilities of the Dominion. 

The output of electric power 9,164 million k.w.h. in the first four months 
of the present year recorded a gain of 5-8 p.c. over the same period of 1938. 
The long-term advance in the production of electric power is continuing from 
year to year. 

Construction 

The new business obtained by the construction industry after seasonal 
adjustment showed improvement in April over the preceding month. The 
total was $12-3 million against $9-0 million in March. The seasonally adjusted 
gain was limited to about 23 p.c. The four-month total of contracts awarded 
at $39-9 million was the lowest for the corresponding period of any year since 
1934. Contemplated work reported for the first time during the four months 
at $130 million was nearly 17 p.c. greater than in the same period a year ago. 
The contrast between the value of industrial and engineering construction con- 
tracts awarded during the first four months of the current year and the volume 
of such construction reported as contemplated for the first time in this period 
is so marked as to suggest that any definite clarification of prospects in the 
international field would release a large volume of new work. 


Agriculture 
Spring wheat planting intentions of farmers as of May 1, were estimated 
at 25,335,700 acres, a rise of 147,300 acres or 1 p.c. from the 25,188,400 acres 


in 1938. Acreage in the peak year 1932 was 26,646,000. Unofficial reports 
indicate that the recent adverse conditions have resulted in considerable aban- 
donment of intentions to plant. After allowance of 5 p.c. for winter killing, 
the average of fall wheat in Ontario left for harvest in 1939 was 657,400 against 
742,000 last year. 
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Canada’s new crop has started out with a fairly good prospect and, if 
timely and adequate rains are received during the growing season amd no major 
scourge develops there is every reason to hope for a large crop again this year. 
The need at the moment is for some warm rains as the seeding is practically 
completed. Certain areas need heavy rains, while others can go for some time 
without suffering unduly from lack of moisture. 

Exports of wheat and flour showed another substantial increase over the 
corresponding month of last year. Wheat exports were 2-8 million bushels 
against 1-6 million in April, 1938. Flour exports were 275,275 barrels against 
184,703 one year ago. Wheat exports were retarded in April due to the delayed 
opening of navigation in the St. Lawrence and the deferring of shipment pending 
such opening. It was the eighth consecutive month of increases over the 
corresponding month of a year ago. 

Wheat exports in the first nine months of the present crop year were 104-2 
million bushels against 58-8 million a year ago. Flour exports were 3-3 million 
barrels against 2-7 million in the same nine months of the preceding crop year. 

Wheat in store on May 5 was 135-4 million bushels against 39-5 million on 
the same date of 1938. Canadian wheat in the United States amounted to 
1,070,000 bushels against 706,000. 

Deliveries of cattle to stock yards and packing plants increased in April 
over the same month of last year. Marketings were 296,894 head in the first 
four months against 287,047 for the same period of 1938. Hog marketings 
were only 6,000 head below April last year, amounting to 256,000. The total 
for the four months was 1,064,812, about 114,000 less than in the same period 
of last year. 

Canada’s quota of live cattle exports to the United States under the 
Canada-United States trade agreement for the quarter beginning April 1, 
reached on May 12, 92-6 p.c. of the allotment. Under the agreement Canada 
is permitted to export to United States 51,720 head of cattle of 700 pounds or 
over, during each of the four quarters of the year, at a duty of 14 cents a pound. 
For those exceeding the quota the duty is three cents. 

Storage stocks of all meats on May 1 were 53,159,000 pounds. As the 
holdings were 63,623,000 pounds one year, a substantial decline was indicated. 
The index of cold storage holdings was 183-1 on April 1, against 166-6 one 
month earlier. The index of holdings on April 1, 1938, was 131-9. Gains after 
seasonal adjustment were shown over the preceding month in butter, cheese, 
pork, lard, mutton and lamb. The holdings of eggs, beef, poultry and veal 
showed adjusted declines. 

External Trade 

Total exports including non-monetary gold, amounted to $56-5 million in 
April. The decline from March was less than normal for the season. A slight 
gain was shown over April last year when considerable gold was shipped under 
the heading of foreign exports. 

While part of the better comparison with last year was due to the fact 
that volume was shrinking at this time in 1938, it was also true that the delay 
in opening of navigation this year materially checked the outward flow of 
merchandise. An outstanding instance was newsprint where the better part of 
$1,000,000 in shipments could be accounted for in that way, but the same 
situation prevailed in a smaller way in many other items. The further increase in 
plank and board exports spoke well for the demand for British Columbia lumber 
in particular and increases in nickel and copper shipments were encouraging. 

The total domestic exports for the first four months of the calendar year 
at $274-7 million showed a gain of 7 p.c. over a year ago. 

Canada maintained several first places in the export of commodities to the 
markets of the United Kingdom during March. The Dominion was first with 
barley exporting 364,446 cwt, and wheat flour with 345,198 ewt. Other com- 
modities in the list included aluminium, copper, nickel and zine.

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Transportation 

The railway freight movement recovered sharply in recent weeks, the level 
of the eighteenth week being higher than in 1937 or 1938. Carloadings num- 
bered 753,893 to May 6, against 798,449 in the same period of 1938. Grain, 
coke, lumber, pulp and paper and other forest products recorded gains while 
the other six commodity groups were in arrear. The better showing in the latest 
period was partly due to the smaller decline in pulpwood loadings, but it is also 
evident that the movement of freight in general has been making a better showing. 

Combined gross earnings of the Canadian National and Canadian Pacific 
in April were 0-9 p.c. ahead of 1938 against the rise of 0-2 p.c. in March and 
decreases of 1-8 p.c. in February and 1-9 p.c. in January. 

Gross earnings of the Canadian Pacific Railway were $2,502,000 in the 
week ended May 7, against $2,397,000 in the same week of 1938, an increase 
of $105,000 or 4-4 p.c. 

With traffic opening somewhat later this year than last, traffic through 
the Sault Ste. Marie canals, Canadian and United States locks, which opened 
April 26, totalled 117,230 tons against 789,454. The total for the Welland 
canal, which opened April 10, was 199,512 tons against 663,885, while traffic 
through the St. Lawrence canals, which opened April 25, was 49,761 tons com- 
pared with 351,852. 

The lake freight rate for the water transportation of wheat from the lake- 
head to the St. Lawrence ports was lowered recently from 6 cents per bushel 
to five cents. The announcement was made by the Canadian Lake Carriers 
Association meeting at Montreal. The Continental Freight Rate Conference 
reduced the rate from New York to Antwerp and Rotterdam by 2 cents per 
100 pounds. The new rate to both ports became 12 cents per 100 pounds which 
compared previous rate of 14 cents. 

War risk insurance on cargoes shipped to and from the Continent of Europe 
particularly the Mediterranean area, were recently revised downward, the first 
change since the advances made on April 14. 

Employment 

The level of employment was well maintained during the early part of 
1939 after adjustment for seasonal tendencies. The adjusted index at the first 
of April was 111-1 against 112-3 on January 1 and 111-2 0n the same date of 1938. 

The total of all classes of persons on urban and agricultural aid in March 
was 1,025,000, an increase of 0-7 p.c. over February, but a decrease of almost 
two p.c. from March, 1938. The Dominion total of unemployed but fully 
employable persons on aid in March this year was 192,000, an increase of 0-8 
p.c. over the February total of 190,500 and an increase of 10 p.c. over March 
one year ago. The total on agricultural aid was 18 p.c. less than in March, 1938. 
Internal Trade 

The dollar value of department store sales in Canada increased 12 p.c. 
over March, but was 8 p.c. less than in April, 1938. The unadjusted index was 
73-5 in April against 65-6 in March and 79-6 in the same month of last year. 

Retail trade gained 18 p.c. in March over the preceding month and was 
only one p.c. lower than in March, 1938. The index without adjustment was 
72-4 against 61-4 for February and 73-3 in March, 1938. Three of the 12 
lines recorded increased sales over March, 1938. These included drug stores, 
grocery, meats and furniture. 


Wholesale prices 

After having recorded stability for eight months, the price level has shown 
signs of rising in recent weeks. The weekly index rose from 73-2 in the last 
week of March to 73-7 in the week of May 5. Crop products, textiles, wood 
and paper and non-ferrous metals participated in the advance. Grains were 
strong on the Winnipeg exchange due to accelerated movement to European 
markets and adverse growing conditions in the winter wheat areas of the United 
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States. The cost of manufactures materials was higher in the first week of 
May than in the same period of 1938, the index advancing from 48-0 to 51-2. 
Stable industrial materials and foods, on the other hand, show considerable 


decline from twelve months ago. 

The cost of living was unchanged in April from the preceding month, the 
index remaining at 82-9. The standing in April last year was 84-4. 
Speculation 

Common stock prices reacted sharply in April, due mainly to political ten- 
sion in Europe. The lowest point was reached about the middle of the month 
and moderate recovery was shown in following weeks. The index averaged 101-7 
during April against 103-7 in March. 

Securities listed and traded on the Montreal stock and curb had a total 
value of $6,860 million on April 30, a decline of $66 million from the preceding 
month, when values totalled $6,926 million. 

The stocks listed were valued at $4,750 million on April 30 against $4,794 
million on March 31 and $4,665 million on April 30 one year ago. Groups show- 
ing improvement during the month included banks and financial companies, gold 
mines, iron, coal and steel, milling and grain, miscellaneous industrials and utilities. 

The value of stocks listed on the Toronto stock exchange was nearly main- 
tained in April following the considerable drop in the preceding month. Total 
list values were $4,547 million at the end of April, a decline of only $9-5 million 
from the preceding month. 

The ratio of brokers’ loans to the value of all stocks listed was 0-23, while 
collateral borrowings of $10-7 million were the lowest on record during the period 
of observation. Dividend payments in May were placed by an unofficial source 
at $6,288,250, a decline of 4-5 p.c. from the total of $6,584,565 paid in May, 1938. 

Dividend disbursements by mining companies in the first five months of 
the present year showed an increase of $43 million over 1938. The payments 
were $27-7 million against $23-2 million. Accounting for practically one-half 
of the increase was the payment on March 15 of $1 by Noranda Mines, requiring 
$2-2 million. 

Banking 

The banking situation was characterized by further gains in several im- 
portant accounts at the end of the first quarter. Notice deposits at $1-7 
billion showed a continuance of the advance in evidence since mid-year, 1934. 
Security holdings approached the $1-5 billion mark for the first time. Readily 
available assets were computed at $1,745 million against $1,722 million one 
month previously. Notes in the hands of the public exclusive of the holdings 
of the banks, amounted to $206-4 million against $196-7 million. 

Bank clearings recorded a considerable gain in April over the same month 
of 1938. The increase in Montreal was from $414-1 million to $459-6 million, 


while Toronto advanced from $452-2 million to $479-7 million. 
Public Finance 

The ordinary revenue of the Dominion Government declined from 
$31,381,114 in April, 1938, to $30,121,887 in the month under review. Receipts 
from the income tax rose from $12,478,000 to $12,897,000 and sundry depart- 
ments contributed a slightly larger amount. Ordinary expenditure dropped 
from $25,227,000 to $24,812,000. A decline was shown in loans and invest- 
ments, contrasting with increases in capital and special expenditure and in 
disbursements for government owned enterprises. 

The nine-year cost of relief to the Dominion Government was announced 
at $345-9 million, exclusive of loans to the provinces. The Canadian Farm Loan 
Board from its inception in 1929 to March 31, 1939, granted 19,243 loans, 
totalling $39,584,540.

STATISTIQUES COURANTES DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


Les facteurs majeurs tracant l’orientation de la situation économique atteignent en avril 
un niveau un peu plus bas que le mois précédent. Les développements constructifs sont |’ex- 
pansion des opérations commerciales et le nouveau gain des dépéts bancaires au début du mois. 
Les prix de gros font un léger gain, a la suite d’une période de stabilité relative. Les commodités 
sensibles ont récemment montré des tendances erratiques partiellement dues 4 l’instabilité poli- 
tique en Europe. Les actions ordinaires et les obligations réagissent le mois sous revue. Il y 
a reprise modérée ces derniéres semaines, mais la moyenne d’avril est considérablement inférieure 
aux niveaux du mois précédent. 

Les facteurs indiquant la tendance de la production minérale donnent une moyenne plus 
forte qu’en mars, les déclins se limitant aux expéditions d’or et d’argent. Les exportations de 
cuivre, de nickel et de zine font voir des augmentations marquées, aprés ajustement saisonnier. 
L’indice des produits alimentaires monte de 104-0 A 107-5. En avril les textiles sont moins 
actifs que le mois précédent. L’industrie du bois d’ceuvre, mesurée par le volume des expor- 
tations, montre de l’accélération, tandis que la production de papier 4 journal est 4 plus bas 
niveau, aprés ajustement saisonnier. La production d’automobiles décline, tandis que I’in- 
dustrie primaire du fer et de l’acier est plus active. 

En mars la production de farine fait un gain pour le huitiéme mois consécutif sur la période 
correspondante de l’an dernier. La production est plus forte qu’en tout autre mois depuis 
novembre 1938. Le gain du premier trimestre sur la méme période de I’an dernier est de 20-2 
p.c. Les stocks de blé des minoteries sont de 4,700,000 boisseaux au début d’avril, 4 rapprocher 
de 3,600,000 la méme date |’an dernier. 

La production de sucre fait un gain marqué la période de quatre semaines terminée le 22 
avril, étant presque le double de la période correspondante de 1938. Le trimestre terminé en 
mars les exportations s’établissent 4 575,000 livres contre 838,000 il y a un an. Le prix fait 
trois avances de 10 cents le cent livres en avril, la derniére se produisant le 27 avril, ce qui porte 
4 $4.30 le cent livres le prix basique du sucre raffiné. L’intérét s’est concentré sur la tentative des 
intéréts britanniques 4 mettre sur le marché une plus grande quantité de sucre brut. II est 
entendu qu’une telle proposition a récemment été faite par le président du Conseil des déléga- 
tions des pays contractants. La rareté artificielle de sucre brut est partiellement la conséquence 
de l’absorption de la Tchécoslovaquie par |’Allemagne. Cette rareté artificielle est regardée 
comme une menace aux stocks de réserve britanniques. 

La production de chaussures en cuir augmente en mars, le total étant de 2,200,000 paires 
contre 1,900,000 le mois précédent et 2,100,000 le méme mois l’an dernier. La production du 
premier trimestre s’éléve 4 5,600,000 paires en regard de 5,300,000 la méme période il y a un an. 
Foréts 

La production de papier 4 journal en avril est 4 peu prés inchangée par rapport au mois 
précédent. Les expéditions atteignent le meilleur niveau de l’année. Les ventes aux clients 
canadiens et américains montrent un gain substantiel sur l’an dernier, mais les expéditions outre- 
mer font une perte brusque. La contraction de ces expéditions est partiellement due 4 l’ou- 
verture tardive de la navigation sur le St-Laurent qui a eu pour résultat de retarder certaines 
cargaisons. Les quatre premiers mois la production s’éléve & 850,504 tonnes et les expéditions, 
& 799,442 tonnes. La production des quatre premiers mois est 4 peu prés inchangée par rap- 
port 4 la méme période de 1938, mais les expéditions font un gain de 71,000 tonnes. 

Mines 

En avril la valeur des exportations de cuivre et de nickel fait voir des gains sur le méme mois 
de 1938. Les exportations de nickel augmentent de $3,200,000 en avril 4 $4,600,000 le mois sous 
revue. La valeur des exportations de cuivre, y compris le cuivre partiellement ouvré, est de 
$3,800,000 contre $3,600,000. A la fin d’avril les stocks mondiaux de cuivre affiné s’établissent 
& 522,722 tonnes contre 510,092 le mois précédent et 541,576 4 la méme date de 1938. La pro- 
duction mondiale de cuivre affiné est plus faible qu’en mars mais plus forte que les mémes mois 
de l’an dernier. 
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En avril les arrivages 4 la Monnaie d’or provenant des mines canadiennes déclinent de la 
cime du mois précédent. Le total est de 331,094 onces contre 478,041 en mars et 353,229 en 
avril l’an dernier. Les arrivages 4 la Monnaie pendant les quatre premiers mois de l’année 
courante s’établissent 4 1,582,743 onces, 4 rapprocher de 1,388,877 la méme période de 1938, 
augmentation d’environ 14 p.c. 

En Nouvelle-Ecosse les mines d’or se dirigent vers le maximum atteint au tournant du siécle, 
alors que la production annuelle s’élevait 4 30,000 onces. L’an dernier il s’est récupéré 28,540 
onces valant plus de $1,000,000. C’est la plus forte production depuis 1901 alors qu’elle s’éta- 
blissait 4 30,537 onces. Les opérations miniéres sont plus intenses que la période d’il y a 37 ans. 
La production de l’an dernier a été récupérée de 181,418 tonnes de minerai comparativement a 
90,662 tonnes en 1901. 

L’industrie hydro-électrique 

L’estimation modérée des immobilisations représentées par l’installation hydraulique de 
de 8,190,772 h.p. au Canada est de $1,650,000,000. Les disponibilités hydro-lectriques s’éta- 
blissent 4 20,347,400 h.p. dans les conditions de débit minimum ordinaire et 4 33,617,000 h.p. pour 
six mois de l’année. Les chiffres des disponibilités hydro-lectriques ne représentent que le 
minimum des possibilités hydro-électriques du Dominion. 

La production d’énergie électrique 9,164,000,000 k.w.h. les quatre premiers mois de l’année 
courante) fait un gain de 5-8 p.c. sur la méme période de 1938. L’avance & long terme de la pro- 
duction d’énergie électrique est continue d’année en année. 

Construction 

Les nouvelles affaires de l’industrie de la construction, aprés ajustement saisonnier, mon- 
trent en avril une amélioration sur le mois précédent. Le total est de $12,300,000 contre $9,- 
000,000 en mars. La gain ajusté pour la saison se limite 4 environ 2} p.c. Le total des contrats 
adjugés pendant les quatre mois ($39,900,000) est le plus faible de la période correspondante de 
toute année depuis 1934. Les travaux projetés, déclarés pour la premiére fois pendant les quatre 
mois et s’élevant 4 $130,000,000, sont 4 peu prés de 17 p.c. plus considérables que la méme période 


ily aunan. Le contraste entre la valeur des contrats de construction industrielle et du génie 
adjugés pendant les quatre premiers mois de l’année courante et le volume de la construction 
projetée, est tellement marqué qu’il laisse entendre que toute clarification définie des prespectives 
dans le domaine international donnera cours 4 un fort volume de nouveaux travaux. 


Agriculture 

Au ler mai les emblavures projetées de blé de printemps sont estimées 4 25,335,700 acres, 
augmentation de 147,300 acres ou de 1 p.c. sur les 25,188,400 acres de 1938. Les emblavures 
de l’année-cime de 1932 étaient de 26,646,000 acres. Des rapports officieux indiquent que 
les récentes conditions défavorables ont eu pour résultat de faire renoncer 4 plusieurs projets 
d’emblavure. En tenant compte des 5 p.c. de cultures détruites par l’hiver, la superficie moyenne 
de blé d’automne en Ontario pour moisson en 1939 est de 657,400 boisseaux contre 742,100 I’an 
dernier. 

Les nouvelles cultures canadiennes ont débuté avec d’assez bonnes perspectives et, s’il 
pleut en temps opportun et suffisamment pendant la saison de croissance et s’il n’y a aucun 
fiéau majeur, il y a tout lieu d’espérer une abondante récolte encore cette année. I] faut actuelle- 
ment des pluies chaudes, car les semailles sont 4 peu prés terminées. Certaines régions ont 
besoin de lourdes pluies, tandis que d’autres peuvent attendre quelque temps avant de souffrir 
indiment du manque d’humidité. 

Les exportations de blé et de farine montrent une autre augmentation substantielle sur le 
mois correspondant de l’an dernier. Les exportations de blé s’élévent 4 2,800,000 boisseaux 
contre 1,600,000 en avril 1938. Les exportations de farine s’établissent & 275,275 barils contre 
184,703 ily aunan. Les exportations de blé ont été retardées en avril par la navigation tardive 
sur le St-Laurent. C’est le huitisme mois consécutif od il y a augmentation sur le mois cor- 
respondant d’il y a un an. 

Les exportations de blé des neuf premiers mois de la campagne actuelle s’élévent a 104,- 
200,000 boisseaux contre 58,800,000 il y a un an. Les exportations de farine sont de 3,300,000 
barils comparativement A 2,700,000 les mémes mois de la campagne précédente. 

Le blé en magasin le 5 mai s’établit & 135,400,000 boisseaux, & rapprocher de 39,500,000 
& la méme date de 1938. Le blé canadien aux Etats-Unis se place 4 1,070,000 boisseaux contre 
706,000. 
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En avril les livraisons de bovins aux pares et aux salaisons augmentent par rapport au méme 
mois de l’an dernier. Les arrivages des quatre premiers mois s’élévent 4 296,894 tétes en regard 
de 287,047 la méme période de 1938. Les arrivages de pores (256,000 tétes) ne sont que de 
6,000 inférieurs 4 ceux d’avril l’an dernier. Le total des quatre mois est de 1,064,812, environ 
114,000 de moins que la méme période de !’an dernier. 

Le quota des exportations canadiennes de bétes 4 cornes aux Etats-Unis en vertu de l’accord 
commercial entre le Canada et les Etats-Unis atteint 92-6 p.c. du contingentement le 12 mai, 
pour le trimestre commengant le ler avril. 

En vertu de l’accord le Canada a la permission d’exporter aux Etats-Unis 51,720 tétes de 
700 livres ou plus, chacun des quatre trimestres de |’année, moyennant des droits de 14 cent la 
livre. Pour les exportations dépassant le contingentement le droit est de trois cents. 

Les stocks de viande de toutes sortes en entrepédts le ler mai s’élévent 4 53,159,000 livres. 
Comme les stocks étaient de 63,623,000 livres il y a un an, le déclin est substantiel. L’indice 
des stocks des entrepéts frigorifiques est de 183-1 le ler avril contre 166-6} il ya un mois. L’indice 
des stocks le ler avril 1938 s’établissait 4 131-9. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, il y a des gains sur 
le mois précédent pour le beurre, le fromage, le pore, le saindoux, le mouton et l’agneau. Les 
stocks d’ceufs, de boeuf, de volaille et de veau montrent des déclins ajustés. 

Commerce extérieur 

Les exportations globales, y compris l’or non monétaire, valent $56,500,000 en avril. Le 
déclin sur mars est moindre que la normale de la saison. J] y a un faible gain sur avril de l’an 
dernier parce qu’il y a eu de fortes expéditions d’or parmi les exportations extérieures. 

Bien qu’une partie de |’amélioration sur |’an dernier soit due au fait que le volume se con- 
tractait A cette époque l’an dernier, il est également vrai que le retard de la navigation cette 
année a retenu de facon appréciable la sortie de marchandises. Un des cas frappants, c’est le 
papier 4 journal dont la plus grosse partie des expéditions ($1,000,000) peut s’expliquer de cette 
facon; la situation a été la méme mais dans un moindre degré pour beaucoup d’autres item. 
Une autre augmentation des exportations de madriers et planches illustre bien la demande pour 
le bois de Colombie Britannique en particulier et les augmentations des expéditions de nickel 
et de cuivre sont encourageantes. 

Les exportations domestiques des quatre premiers mois de Il’année civile sont de $274,- 
700,000, gain de 7 p.c. sur l’an dernier. 

Le Canada a conservé plusieurs premiéres places dans |’exportation des commodités aux 
marchés du Royaume-Unien mars. Le Canada est premier pour les exportations d’orge (364,446 
cwt) et les exportations de farine de blé (345,198 ewt). Les autres commodités de la liste com- 
prennent l’aluminium, le cuivre, le nickel et le zine. 

Transports 

Le trafic-marchandises s’est vivement amélioré ces derniéres semaines; le niveau de la dix- 
huitiéme semaine est plus élevé qu’en 1937 ou 1938. Les chargements de wagons sont de 753,893 
au 6 mai contre 798.449 la période correspondante de 1938. Le grain, le coke, le bois, la pulpe, 
et le papier et autres produits forestiers font des gains tandis que les autres six groupes de commo- 
dités font des pertes. La position meilleure de la plus récente période est partiellement due au 
moindre déclin des chargements de bois de pulpe mais il est également manifeste que le trafic- 
marchandises en général s’est amélioré. 

Les recettes brutes du Canadien National et du Canadien Pacifique en avril augmentent 
de 0-9 p.c. sur 1938 en regard d’une hausse de 0-2 p.c. en mars et d’une baisse de 1-8 p.c. et de 1-9 
p.c. en février et janvier respectivement. 

Les recettes brutes du Canadien Pacifique sont de $2,502,000 la semaine terminée le 7 mai 
contre $2,397,000 la semaine correspondante de 1938, augmentation de $105,000 ou de 4-4 p.c. 

Comme la circulation a commencé plus tard cette année que |’an dernier, le trafic des canaux 
du Sault-Ste-Marie, écluses canadiennes et américaines, ouverts le 26 avril, est de 199,512 tonnes 
contre 663,885 tandis que le trafic des canaux du St-Laurent, ouverts le 25 avril, est de 49,761 
tonnes contre 351,852. 

Le taux du fret sur les lacs pour le blé a partir de la téte des lacs jusqu’aux ports du St- 
Laurent a été diminué récemment de 6 cents le boisseau & 5 cents. C’est ce qu’a annoncé I’as- 
semblée de la Canadian Lake Carriers Association 4 Montréal. La conférence sur le taux du 
fret continental a diminué le taux de New-York & Anvers et Rotterdam de deux cents le 100 
livres. Le nouveau taux aux deux ports est maintenant de 12 cents le 100 livres contre 14 cents 
précédemment. 
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L’assurance-risque de guerre sur les cargaisons partant du ect pour le continent européen, 
particuliérement dans la région de la Méditerranée, a été revisée récemment A la baisse; c’est 
le premier changement depuis les avances du 14 avril. 

Commerce intérieur 

La valeur en dollars des ventes des magasins 4 rayons au Canada augmente de 12 p.c. sur 
mars mais diminue de 8 p.c. sur avril 1938. L’indice non ajusté est de 73-5 en avril contre 65-6 
en mars et 79-6 le mois correspondant de |’an dernier. 

Le commerce de détail augmente de 18 p.c. en mars sur février et ne baisse que de 1 p.c. sur 
mars 1938. L’indice non ajusté est de 72-4 contre 61-4 en février et 73-3 en mars 1938. Quatre 
des 12 lignes accusent des ventes plus fortes sur mars 1938: pharmacies, épiceries et viandes et 
meubles. 


Prix de gros 


Aprés huit mois de stabilité, le niveau des prix manifeste des signes de hausse ces derniéres 
semaines. L’indice hebdomadaire passe de 73-2 la derniére semaine de mars 4 73-7 la semaine 
du 5 mai. Les produits de la terre, les textiles, la laine, le papier et les métaux non ferreux parti- 
cipent A l’avance. Les grains sont fermes 4 la bourse de Winnipeg 4 cause du mouvement accé- 
léré vers les marchés européens et des conditions de croissance adverses du blé d’hiver des Etats- 
Unis. Le cot des matériaux pour manufactures est plus élevé la premiére semaine de mai en 
regard de la période correspondante de 1938; l’indice avance de 48-0 4 51-2. Les matériaux 


industriels stables et les aliments, par ailleurs, diminuent considérablement en regard de I’an 
dernier. 


Le cofit de la vie demeure le méme en avril qu’en février; l’indice reste 4 82-9. 


d’avril 1938 est de 84-4. 
Spéculation 


Le cours des actions ordinaires a réagi brusquement en avril, surtout 4 cause de la tension 
politique en Europe. Le point le plus bas a été atteint vers le milieu du mois et il y a eu reprise 
modérée les semaines suivantes. L’indice touche une moyenne de 96-2 avril en contre 103-7 
en mars. 

Les titres actifs 4 la Bourse et au Curb de Montréal ont une valeur globale de $6,860,000,000 
le 30 avril, déclin de $66,000,000 sur le mois précédent ($6,926,000,000). 

Les titres inscrits sont évalués 4 $4,750,000,000 le 30 avril contre $4,794,000,000 le 31 mars 
et $4,665,000,000 le 30 avril 1938. Les groupes 4 s’améliorer durant le mois comprennent les 


banques et compagnies financiéres, les mines d’or, le fer, le charbon et l’acier, la minoterie et le 
grain, les industries diverses et les utilités. 


La valeur des titres inscrits 4 la Bourse de Toronto s’est presque maintenue en avril & la 
suite de la baisse considérable du mois précédent. La valeur totale de la liste est de $4,547,- 
000,000 a la fin d’avril, déclin de $9,500,000 sur le mois précédent. 

Le rapport des préts des courtiers 4 la valeur totale de tous les stocks inscrits est ~ 0-23 
tandis que les emprunts collatéraux ($10,700,000) sont les moins grands de toute la période en 
revue. Les paiements de dividendes en mai sont estimés officieusement A $6,288,250, baisse de 
4-5 p.c. sur le total de mai 1938 ($6,584,565). 

Les paiements de dividendes par des compagnies miniéres les cinq premiers mois de 1939 
augmentent de $4,500,000 sur 1938. Les paiements sont de $27,700,000 contre $23,200,000. 
Presque la moitié de l’augmentation est due au paiement le 15 mars d’un dollar par les Noranda 
Mines, ce qui a exigé $2,200,000. 

Finances publiques 

Le revenu ordinaire du Gouvernement fédéral est tombé de $31,381,114 en avril 1938 a 
$30,121,887 le mois sous revue. Les recettes de l’impét sur le revenu ont augmenté de $12,- 
478,000 & $12,897,000 et d’autres départements ont contribué un montant légérement plus fort. 
Les dépenses ordinaires sont tombées de $25,227,000 A $24,812,000. Il y a déclin dans les préts 
et placements, ce qui contraste avec les augmentations des dépenses capitales et spéciales et 
des déboursés pour les entreprises de |’Etat. 

L’assistance publique a cofité durant neuf années au Gouvernement fédéral $345,900,000, a 
exclusion des préts aux provinces. Le Bureau du prét agricole canadien depuis le début de ses 
opérations en 1929 jusqu’au 31 mars 1939 a accordé 19,243 préts, soit un total de $39,584,540.
